Absurdity, thy name is Methodism! - 
The object of the Day of Judg- 
ment is to set every person in his pro- 
per position with d to the future 
state. This cannot be done in — 
ousness and equity before the qualities 
and capacities and also the deserts of 
every soul are ascertained by actual 
trial and probation, That there will 
be regard for, and consideration of 
these circumstances is evident from: 
the Saviors remarks respecting So- 
dom and the men of Nineveh; that it 
should be more tolerable in the ae 
of Judgment for those who perishe 
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in those cities than for those who re- 
jected Him. But this was a matter 
to be decided at the Judgment Day, 
and not till then. 1 

Another object of the Day of Judg- 
ment is to show forth the eee and 
righteous . the ighty in 
human affairs, It is a day of “reve- 
lation of the righteous judgment of 
God” (Rom. ii, 5), when He will mani- 
fest to all the world that He doeth 
all things well,” and for the best good 
of every creature. | 
Mans eternal destiny can be deter- 
mined and fixed on by the operation 
of the laws of God, which are revealed 
to him before he can be judged. The 
- Gospel was preached to the world be- 
fore the flood, but the apostle tells us, 
“The word. preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard it.” This knowledge 
remained upon the earth in all their 
generations till the flood swept them 
all away for their disobedience, for 
where the law is, it is in force and 
must be obeyed, or its penalties will 
be inflicted. The rebellious ante-dilu- 
vians were shut up in prison for two 
thousand years, then they were visited 
by the Savior and liberated.’ 

After the: flood, the only people to 
whom the laws of God were revealed 
were the descendants of Shem. If 
the descendants of Japheth and Ham 
had the Gospel or the laws of God 
offered to them previous to the comi 
of Christ, the fact is not record 
From the days of Abraham the know- 
ledge and laws of the true God were 
confined to his seed, therefore, be-

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A very brief consideration of these important and interesting les 
convince us that of all people the Latter-day Saints should he most interested 
in the proper rearing and instruction of their children, br, in other words, 
their education; for education is a comprehensive ferm, and ‘in its fullest 
sense means the proper cultivation and developement of every faculty and 
attribute that pertains to humanity. The spirit of the Gospel turns’ the 
hearts of the fathers to the children, for as Abraham saw in Isaac an assur- 
ance of the fulfillment of the promises God had made to him, so do all Latter- 
day Saint parents see in their children the beginning of that eternal inctease 
and glory and dominion that shall go on for ever. 

Many are the agencies employed in Zion for the education of the children 
of the Saints, while in these lands we are more restricted in our means to 
effect this desirable object. There we have the organizations of the Primary 
Associations the Voung Men and Young Ladies Mutual Improvement Asso- 
ciations and the Sunday Schools, as well as the usual day schools, which are 

ever increasing in thorougliness and efficiency as the citcumstances of the 
2 ‘These educating agencies are only partially enjoyed by the 
Saints in these lands. Some time ago we took occasion to advocate & more 
general adoption of Sunday Schools among the Saints, and we are pleased to 
note that where eiroumstances are favorable much is being done in this 

direction. 

In Ziom ‘ery great importance is attached to Bundey Schools, and the best 
talent of the community is freely asked for and as freely given to their sup- 
port and conduct. Not unfrequently does it happen that when a man is 
called to important service, such as laboring in the home missionary: field, or 
other home or foreign service, if it be learned that he is already operating 


with #eal and efficiericy in the Sunday School department, he is excused 
from the other servieo required of him, that the important interests of these 


schoole may not be impaired. © 

But while we fully the importance of these aid. thine 
can be tsefully employed in che education of the young, we desire to tall the 
attention of the Saints to the paramount importance of that education which 
our children receive at home, and which usually has mote infitience in shaping 
and determining their future statxs and welfare than all other educating 
agencies combined: The duties devolving upon parents in this regard cannot 
be transferred to others, and it may be that some of the Lattér-day Saints 
have not given this matter the care and attention it deserves. The educating 
inflvence of home may be exercised by the poorest of parents, and there are 
lessons that can be taught within the sacred ‘precincts of the family circle 
that ere not included in the curriculum of the noblest university. See to it 
you parents: that you bear off this resp. in a worthy manner, and 
that you can at the last render such an aceount of this most important and 

sacred trust as will satisfy ‘your conscience and be approved of God, and be 
accepted by Him as a sufficient credential when you claim an eternal renewal 
of those family associations that death was allowed to deprive you of for a 
little season. If we have not been sufffc tly faithful to and mindful of this 
trust; let us immediately set about u reformation that will be thorough and 
abiding. 
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children in the principles of the Gospel, and, in this.country, nearly the. only 
place in which they can be taught is at home, and, without in the least: dis- 
paraging other branches of education, may we not affirm that this instruction 
is superior to all else? Last spring, we saw a little girl, who had just before 
been brought to the verge of the grave by a terrible illness. Doctors and 
friends gave no hope of her recovery, but the child had been taught the prin- 
ciple of faith in the ordinances of the Church for the healing of the sick. 
Her faith that God would heal her was perfect, and she never wavered in it, 
She was miraculously restored by the blessing of God, through the adminis- 
trations of the Elders and her-own prayers. We would rather have a child 
thus taught in the living language of faith than for her to become ‘Proficient 
in the dead languages of Rome and Greece. | 

The Book of Mormon furnishes us with a beautiful illusteation of the 
efficacy of home education. In one of the dreadful wars between the Laman- 
ites and the Nephites, two thousand young men of the former nation, whose 
parents had been converted to the true faith, went out in battle for the 
defense of the people of God. They fought with great bravery and determina- 
tion, and materially assisted i in the great victories that the Nephites obtained 
over their enemies. Many were killed on both sides, but it was noted that 
not one of these young men fell in battle. The explanation of so remarkable 
a deliverance was simple but sublime. The sacred history says “they had 
been taught by their mothers, that if they did: nat doubt, thas God would 
deliver them“ 

The history of the Latter-day Saints proves that even in the N of 
nearly all outside opportunities for education very much may be accomplished 
in the proper training of children by their home instruction. For a number of 
years our people were persecuted and driven from place to place, scarcely 
becoming stationary for a sufficient time to establish schools for their children 
to acquire the first elements of a common education. Home education was 
all they received. And what was the home? Often a rude log hut, some- 
times a wagon or a tent upon the open prairie. They were schooled in 
adversity, but they learned lessons of faith, patience and stern integrity by 
the precepts and examples of their parents, that are not learned in the 
palaces and mansions of the wealthy nor the highest seminaries of learn- 
ing. Opportunities came after to acquire the learning that schools and books 
afford, and to-day many of those children are men and women of mature 
growth who are teaching the world the sublime lessons of patience under the 
most severe trials, integrity to principle in the midst of bitter persecution, 
and an intelligent advocacy of the principles of truth that the sophistry and 
wisdom of the world can neither successfully attack nor resist. Some of 
those children are now leaders in the councils of Israel, and under the divine 
blessing are laying the foundations, deep and strong in the earth, of a King 
dom that shall stand for ever, for it is the kingdom of God. 

Parents can teach much by precept, and still more by example. Strtve to 
be just such men and women as you would have your children become. 
Good preoepts are like the beautiful designs painted upon porcelain by the 
hand of art, but example is the fire that burns them in the ware and makes 
them enduring. “Do as I do,” not merely “do as I say” should be the 
endorsement of every good admonition, There is a * affectation 
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aboyt people who teach a moral or virtue they do not practice, which is easily 
seen through by children. Such a course in a parent is often the child's first 
introduction to hypocrisy, and it rapidly reaches the conclusion that all the 
world dre hypocrites; for its judgment has not yet learned the power of dis- 
crimination. Children’s perceptions are wonderfully quick and parents are 
often surprised at their keenness and look upon them as prodigies, when the 
fact is nearly all children are just such prodigies. When a mother tells, as a 
nine days’ wonder, some very bright and original remark her child has made, 
every mother present is immediately reminded of some still more astonishing 
achievement of her child, and every moines not present could exten the 
illustrious record ad libitum. 

Children’s criticisms are suggested * — which i is often a better promp- 
ter than art, and children are not so easily deceived as their grandfathers 
and grandmothers. Patents cannot be too careful ‘in their conduct before 
their children, hence home education, when en is as much corrective 
to the former as instructive to the latter. 

Home education is primary, all other kinds: are secondary, It has the 
advantage of being first in the field, and its influence is-the soonest felt. Our 
first impressions are also among the most lasting. No faith is more enduring 
than that which is in the power of the Latter-day Saints to impart to their 
children, and no lessons of patience, virtue, holiness and integrity will be so 
effectual as those implanted-in children’s minds where the home is the school 

roum, the mother the teacher, and the parents the ig of see: truths 
imparted. 

But do children 8 meet the expectations their education would 
appear to justify! Perhaps not. The tree sometimes inclines differently to 
the direction in which the twig was bent, but shall we say, therefore, that 
love’s labor is lost? Oh no! We cannot always see the end from the begin- 
ning, for to another life may be reserved the development and outcome of 
many things that have their origin in this. Bat we may depend upon it that 
when all things are revealed and made plain the faithful labors of God-fearing 
and devoted parents will be found to have raed some good fruit, though this 
life may appear barren of if. | 

Latter-day Saints can certainly believe this when they remember that the 
plan of salvation of an all loving and merciful, as well as just and righteous, 
eternal Parent, will yet embrace within its ample reach all His children— 
save it be the sons of perdition. We know not all the steps by which the 
wanderers will attain to the redemption wrought out by our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, neither can we tell all the means by which parental love and 
faithful works will be rewarded by the return of the erring child to the place 
that will ever be found in the family circle for the prodigal; but there are 
many things we cannot see which God’s great providence will yet work out; 
and, if we fully do our part as parents, it is not too much to hope that even 
our erring children will ae return to the: fold of our love, and not one of 
them be lost 33 G. O.
